Orders have been received at Woolwich 
and Devonport for the mobilization of the 
seige train, which is supposed to be intended 
for the purpose of shelling Pretoria. The 
ferce manning it will approximate a strength 
of eight batteries and will consist of 32 
officers ard 1,104 non-commissioned officers 
and men. Its armanent wili be thirty 
howitzers, fourteen six inch guns, eight five 
inch guns and eight four inch gans. The 
whole train weighing over three thousand 
tons.

Winnreec, Nov. 7th, ’99. 


Reported that the Boers lost 800 killed, 
wounded end captured in Thursday’s battle 
on Latham’s farm. 


A reliable messenger just arrived from 
Ladysmith, passing through Boer lines dar- 
ing the night, reports that heavy fighting 
occurred Thursday around Ladysmith. The 
hottest engagement was on George Lath- 
am’s farm on the Orange Free State side. 
The British drove Boers back to camp, the 
letter suffering great loss. Thirty mounted 
Boers were captured. Fighting was re- 
sumed on Friday, the Boers firing from the 
hill near Hepworth’s farm. Again they 
were driven back with loss. 


Colenso is now in the haads of the Boers. 
Before evacuation was decided upon the 
> enemy decided to cut all outposts. The 

Durban light infantry under Lieut. Moly- 
neux and a force of Dulin Fusiliers were 

Es sent to the relief of outposts and a fight 

E ensued. The Boers were repulsed leaving 
12 dead. Twenty Boer horses were killed. 
The chief motive of withdrawal, however, 
was that the long range guns of the Boers 
had made the British position untenable. 
No orders were received for retirement. 
While retirement was in progress the Natal 
volunteers at Fort Wylie had great diffi- 
culty in getting awsy their nine pounders 
in the dark, but finally succeeded. 

Be The Boers shelled Coleriso camp to-day 
being apparently unaware of the evacaut- 
ion. Afterwa they looted the stores 
but did not harm bridges, saying they 
would want the railway for themselves. 

London: The British engaged the Boers 
successfully on Thursday and Friday. The 
cavalry cut through the Boer ranks and the 
Naval brigade silenced Boer big guns on 
Hepworth hill. Afterwards the Gordon 
Highianders carried the Boer position on 
the hill at point of the bayonet and with 
cavalry did considerable execution among 
Boers, some of whom surrendered, 

Winnirec, Nov. 8. 


A reliable native has brought in a con- 
fimationr of Friday’s fight, south of Lady- 
smith. A reconnaissance in force was made 
by a British division, the object being to 
relieve the Colenso column which had been 
attacked by the Boers. The British infan- 
try charged the Boers who were strongly 
posted on Globerkloof hill_and drove them 
down on the plain towards Tugela river, 
when the British cavalry, executing a fine 
flank movement, charged the Boers, almost 
annihilating them. ‘The }lain was strewn 
with slain Boers, and it is estimated that 
two thousand were killed, wounded or 
captured. 

The fight is supposed to have occurred on 
Saturday, as no firing was heard since. 

An armored train has left for Colenso 
with a company of Dublin Fusiliers and a 
railroad engineering staff tc repair the line. 

British government has decided to mo- 
bilize practically the whole British army. 

Wirnipeg, Nov. 9th, ’99. 

A strong force from Durban has re-vecu- 

pied Colenso, and is now on the march to 
f+ join hands with Gen. White and relieve 
Ladysmith. The corps consists of 3,500 
men, mounted infantry and artillery. 

No transports have yet reached Cape 
Town, but they may have been intercepted 
by despatch boats, and ordered on to 
Darban. Fully 4,500 men are expected to- 
day. 

Friday’s and Saturday’s severe engage- 
ments have evidentiy quieted the Boers. 
Joubert is withdrawing from Ladysmith 
leaving only outposts. 

The Boers are making a concentrated 
effort to capture Kimberley and Cecil 
Rhodes, and the situation there is grave. 
Heavy guns with German artillerymen have 
left Pretoria for the south.

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THE WAR. 

The most bloodthirsty reader of war 
news cannot complain about the delay 
of either side in forcing the fighting 
in the present war. The battle of 
Glencoe was fought on Oct. 20th, 
Elandslaagte oa the 21st, Reitfontein 
on the 24th, McFarquhar’s farm on 
the 30th, Latham’s farm on Nov. 2nd 
Hepworth’s hill on Nov. 3rd. These 
were all important actions involving 
heavy losses on both sides; but the 
intervals between were noi intermis- 
sions in the work of killing, they were 
only lulis, in which the losses were 
counted by tens intstead of hundreds. 
This is in only one field of operations— 
Natal. Since the 15th continuous 
fighting has been going on at Mafe- 
king, and intermittant fighting and 
killing in Rhodesia and at Kimberley 
as well. Se far the British must 
have lost fully 2,500 men in killed, 
wounded and captured; and although 
the Boer losses are not definitely 
known, and most likely have been 
exaggerated by British reports, they 
are admitted to. be large. As the 
result of the first two battles the 
British had taken nearly 900 prisoners, 
a fair indication that the Boers had 
Jost as heavily as themselves. The 
heavy tot=l losses have been accentuat- 
ed by the loss in leading officers on 
both sides. The British have lost 
Gen. Symons, second in command in 
Natal; Lieut. Egerton, of the naval 
artillery, and very many lesser officers 
of note. The Boers have lost Gen. 
Kock, their second in command in 
Natal, Gen. Schiel, their chiet of 
artillery, Gen. Viljeon, Gen. Botha, 
and many other lesser leaders. So far 
the gait has been fairly even, but the 
pace is too swift to last. It is already 
clear that the result is merely a matter 
of which side can stand the pace the 
longest. As to which side that is no 
one, even the Boers themselves, can 
now have any doubt. 

The fact is now apparent that the 
Boers went into the war under a 
number of very serious misappreben- 
sions. Amongst these were: That 
the British would not fight. That the 
British could not fight them. That if 
the British did fight they could de- 
stroy them without serious loss to 
themselves. That the Boers of Cape 
Colovy and Natal would rebel and 
assist them. That a combination of 
European powers would interfere on 
their behalf. So far as the game has 
got it would appear that they, have been 
mistaken on all these points. When 
the magnitude of their mistake dawns 
upon them the confidence which urged 
them on to extreme effort at the 
beginning of the struggle may fail 
them. If they cannot capture Lady- 
smith before reinforcements arrive 
their finish is in near sight. If they 
do capture Ladysmith it will only be 
deferred a few months, for their 
losses in the attack will more than 
counterbalance the prestige of victory. 

While the Boers are acquiring 
valuable knowledge that they are not 
the whole push in this little world, 
the British public and the British 
army are also in the way of learning 
some very valuable and much needed 
lessons. The fact that less than a 
quarter of a million people have dared 
to challenge the British empire to 
battle, and that in the battle the 
empire has suffered reverses which 
have causcd it to shiver from centre 
to circumference must shake the com- 
placenc2 of the most self-confident 
jingo, and give food for earnest 
thought to people of ostrich disposi- 
tion who think the empire is so 
firmly established that nothing can 
shake it. The attitude of the Euro- 
peau nations also shows clearly that the 
nation which prides itself on its truth 
and righteousness is still “ perfidious 
Albion” to them, and hated to the 
last excremity. No matter who the 
enemy, or what his cause, so long as 
he is against Britain, It is well that 
the war occurred, and that British 
reverses have been suffered,so thai the 
British nation as one man should see 
where they stand ; and should see that 


tion are worth preserving they must 
be preserved by the same means by 
which they were established—the 
willing and ‘wnlimited — sacrifice of 
money and blood. We can see in the 
actions of the Boers towards the Out- 
landers, and in the frowning faces of 

Russia, of France, of Germany and of 
Austria, as in a mirror, the result to 
the humblest subject, and the most 
distant colony of Britain, as well as to 
hated England, should British milit- 
ary glory fade or British military 
prestige be destroyed. 

Thank God, although British re- 
verses have been suffered, and more 
; may yet be suffered in this war, there 
is no danger of loss of prestage. The 
loss of prestige is not in being beaten, 
but in staying beaten. So far as this 
war has gone British troops have not 
been beaten. It is true that a small anda 
large detachment have been surround- 
ed and overwhelmed, butin fair field 
—and on the enemy’s own ground— 
they have more than maintained their 
reputation as against a hitherto in- 
vincibie foe. Against the crack rifle- 
men of the world, against artillery of 
the latest pattern, directed by officers 
from the best European armies, against 
heavy odds of numbers, they have 
captured position after position from 
the Boers. But at aterrible sacrifice 
of their own lives. The British are 
strong in their handling of artillery, 
and in infantry at close quarters, 
but in rifle firing in skirmishing the 
Boers have all the advantage. The 
rifle of to-day is the deadliest of all 
weapons if properly handied. The 
need of better ability to handle the 
rifle has been impressed most strongly 
on the British in every battle of this 
war. The superior ability of the 
Boers as riflemen accounts largely for 
the heavy losses of the British. Could 
| the British handle their rifies as well 
as they handle their artillery, or as 
the Boers handle their rifles, 
much of their loss of life would have 
been saved. 

The great losses of the British have 
occurred in this as in the previous 
Boer war in underrating the resource 
and determinaticn of the enemy. At 
Glencoe the British Hussars and 
Fusilier detachment found that Boers 

in retreat were just as dangerous as 
| 


at any other time. They do not lose 
their heads, are not subject to panic, 
and cannot be chased by small num- 
bers. The disaster to Carlton’s 
column on Oct. 30th was the result of 
| treachery taking advantage of lack of 
suspicion in causing the mule stam- 
pede, followed up by bull-headed- 
ness in attempting to carry out orders 
whose successful execution had been 
rendered impossible by the loss of the 
ammunition, against such a foe as the 
Boers. 


a bluff might have worked. But the 
Boers knew that the column had no 
reserve ammunition, and therefore 
could not hold out long if pressed 
with rifle fire. However, the war is 
not over and such a mistake is not 
likely to occur again. An English- 
man is slow to learn, but once he does 
learn, he knows, and takes no chances. 
The lessons of this war, written as 
they have been in the best blood of 
the empire, will have their natural 
and proper effect upon both the British 
army and peovle. The people will 
understand tkeir supreme interest in 
the army and its efficiency, and the 
army will have learned in what points 
present efficiency must be improved. 
The latest killing appliances are in 
use in this war. Their introduction 
necessitates changes in methods of 
fighting. This is a valuable rehersal 
for the great European tragedy, which 
any day may be put upon the stage. 
There is no doubt that when this 
war is over the British army will be 
even a better fighting machine than it 
is to-day, and the British nation will 
be better able to maintain their pre- 


sent proud position in the world than | 


they ever were before.

WAR NEWS BY MAIL. 


The papers of Monday’s mail bring 
more complete accounts of the fighting 
on Monday, Oct. 30th, around Lady- 
smith. This was the heaviest battle 
of the war, and will always be memor- 
able as the occasion of the capture of 
Col. Carlton’s column by the Boers. 
It was the first serious fighting around 
Ladysmith. Since then fighting there 
has been practically continuous. It 
would appear to be the British policy 
in this war not to await attack. 
Accordingly when it became clear that 
the Boers were preparing themselves to 
make an attack Gen. White moved 
practically his whole force out against 
them. The battle is known as that of 
McFarquhar’s farm. As far as can be 
gleaned from the despatches the result 
was practically a draw as far as the 
centre and right wirgs of the British 
force was concerned, but the left wing 
suffered absolute disaster, being com- 
pelled to surrender after suffering 
heavy loss. The list of casualties is 
given as 57 killed, 227 wounded and 
878 missing. It is probable that the 
list of killed and wounded does not 
inclade the casualties to Cariton’s 
column. These are probably included 
in the 873 missing. A report states 
that Carlton’s column lost 60 killed 
and 240 wounded. The lost column 
comprised the 10th mountain battery, 
four half companies of the Gloucester 
regiment and six companies of the 
Royal Irish Fusiliers. They started at 
ll p.m. on the 29th to turn the 
enemy’s right flank. When near the 
point they were expected to reach 
Gen White says in his report “Two 
boulders rolled from the hill, and a few 
rifle shots stampeded the infantry 
ammunition mules. The stampede 
spread to the battery mules which got 
away with practically the wnole gun 
equipment and a great portion of the 
regimental small arms ammunition. 
The reserves were similarly lost.” The 
attack on this column opened at 9 a. 
m. At3 p. m. the ammunition was 
exhausted and the survivers surrender- 
ed. It would appear that once the 
main action had commenced Gen. 
White’s hands were too full to send 
aid to the lost column. Indeed the 
arrival of a reinforcement from * the 
Powerful, which rapidly got into 
action, was badly needed. A stampede 
of the ammunition mules of the right 
wing took place and nearly caused 
disaster ia that part of the field. 
There is very little doubt that the mule 
stampedes were the result of treachery. 


Apparently the successful attack of 
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Gen. French cn the Free State camp at 
Bester’s hill on Thursday was the next 
active move of the British, the mean- 
timeshaving been oceupied with heavy 
gun fire. On Friday according to 
Cuesday’s despatches Hepworth’s hill 
was taken by the British. 

From the fact that Gen, Joubert has 
sect a protest against the use of 
lyddite shells by tha British it would 
seem that the Boers have not been 
geiting the best of it in artillery 
practice. 

Gen. Kock, who was captured at 
Elandslaagte, died of his wounds at 
Ladysmith. 

Reports from Kimberley and rumors 
from Mafeking would indicate that the 
seige of Mafeking had been weakened 
in ordar that the attack on Kimberley 
might be strengthened. Kimberley 
was safe on Nov. Ist. 

No news of importance has been 
received from Rhodesia. 

The British are forming a military 
base at DeAar junction about 75 miles 
south of the Orange river on the rail- 
way to Kimberley and about 160 miles 
south of that place. Over 2,000 men 
are there now. No doubt this base 
wil be used either for the relief of 
Kimberley or the attack on Bloem- 
fontein. : 


LAKE TAGISH. 

Inspector Routledge, N. W. M. P., 
arrived here from Maple Creek on the 
19th inst. A sad disaster, the 
first this season, occurred at White 
Horse rapids on the 16th inst. in which 
two men lost their lives in attempting 
to run the rapids with scows without 
a proper pilot. Winter weather 
here ; the large steam boats are mak- 
ing their last trip this week owing to 
the ice forming on the upper lakes.

THE CALGARY TRAGEDY. 

The Calgary Heraid of Monday has 
a ‘full account of the shooting of 
George Gouin on Saturday last, Nov. 
4th. The shcoting was done by E. A. | 
Harris, Gouin’s partner in a produce | 
business. Harris and his wife roomed | 
in the Thomson block, as also did 
Gouin, who was unmarried. On 
Saturday afternoon Harris went to a 
pigeon shoot. Mrs. Harris went out 
calling. Returning about 4 o'clock 
Harris enquired for his wife at several 
places where he expected her to call. 
Not finding her he went to their 
rooms in the Thomson block. He 
forcibly entered Gouin’s apartments 
and is said to have found Mrs. Harris 
there. Apparently he attacked 
Gouin. During the struggle Harris 
had one of his fingers broken and 
another bitten. Dr. Ings, who occu- 
pies offices in the same building, was 
alarmed by Mrs. Harris, and on enter- 
ing Gouin’s apartments found Harris 
and Gouin struggling on the floor, 
the latter shot, and the former having 
a revolver in his hand Dr, Tags 
pulled Harris away from Gouin and 
tuok the revolver from him. He then 
attended to Gouin, who was suffering 
severely from his wound, and had him 
taken to the Holy Cross hospital. 
Harris, whose horse and buggy was 
standing in the street, drove south 
along the MacLeod trail to Midnapore, 
nine miles. There he left the horse 
and rig and returned by train to 
Calgary. He spent the night at 
Senator Lougheed’s residence and on 
Sunday morning he gave himself up 
to the police. Harris was released on 
$4,000 bail. Gouin is in a very dauger- 
ous condition. The bullet entered 
his abdomen perforating the intestines 
several times, and lodged near the 
spine. Gouin has resided in Calgary 
for many years and is well known 
throughout Alberta.

SUPPLEMENT. 


SUPREME COURT JUDGMENT. 


Soucy et al, vs. Ball et al. This 
was an action brovght by a large num- 
ber of ratepayers of the Splan public 
school district, No. 475, on behalf of 
themselves and ail other ratepayers 
except those who were made defend- 
ants, ageinst William Ball and Samuel 
W. Splan two of the trustees and the 
board of school trustees. 

The plaintiffs obtained an interim 
injunction restraining the trustees from 
paying to the defendant Ball the sum 
of $20 voted to him as assessor and 
secretary, or enforcing the assessment 
they had made, and the defendant Ball 
from acting as trustee. The defendant 
moved to set aside the injunction when 
the whole case was argued and judg- 
ment reserved. 

Mr. Justice Rouleau has now given 
judgment (1) that the defendaut Splan 
be restrained from acting as a school 
trustee, as his term of office expired 
by due course of law on the 31st De- 
cember last. (2) That all resolutions 
and other orders of the trustees relat- 
ing to the assessment be, and the 
assessment itself, be set aside. (3) 
That the resolution for the payment of 
$20 to the defendant Ball is void, and 
the trustees be restrained from any 
action thereon. (4) That a manda- 
mus issue commanding the trustees to 
declare the defendant Ball’s seat 
vacaat. (4) That the trustees pay the 
plaintiffs costs.
